DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed November 23, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that Hogan fails to teach continuously updating information 
associated with the location of the mobile terminal. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The arguments appear to be directed toward continuously updating the 
location of a mobile terminal, however, the applicant has claimed, "continuously 
updating information associated with the location of the mobile terminal." The examiner 
reads "information associated with the location of the mobile terminal," to include the "at 
least one parameter indicative of a signal quality associated with a location of a mobile 
station." 

The applicant argues that that parameter providing as taught by Hogan is not 
provided continuously. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Hogan expressly 
discloses, inter alia, that the steps are repeated (see column 4, lines 22-40). 

The applicant argues that Zadeh fails to teach sending a trigger message 
responsive to receiving the connection message [which]... causes the continuous 
monitoring of the radio signals. The examiner relies on Zadeh to teach the trigger 
message and relies on Hogan to teach the continuous monitoring of the radio signals. 

The applicant makes a similar argument with respect to claim 8, however, for the 
same reason outlined above, the examiner respectfully disagrees. 
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In response to applicant's argument that Sawyer is nonanalogous art, it has been 
held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if 
not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was 
concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. 
See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, all of 
the references pertain to the locating mobile telephones. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the need to save 
memory space would have been well known to a person of ordinary skill in the art. 

The applicant makes similar arguments for the remainder of the claims, however, 
for the same reasons outlined above, the examiner respectfully disagrees.
